A flexible electric wire tube includes a plurality of 
flexible parallel first tubes. Adjacent first tubes are 
connected to each other by flexible connecting portions. The 
first tubes may be arranged in a planar manner or may be 
bundled together. The cross-section of each first tube is 
shaped so that when the first tubes are bundled together, a 
single second tube having a partitioned interior is defined.
